An Economy. | 


“You see,” she said, “it is really an 
economy,’ You get the flowers in bud, and they 
last about twice as long as cut ‘flowers. 


Actually, too, they are cheaper, and, in addi- 
tion to this, you have all the extra pleasure 
of watching the buds come out. Tulips are 
specially fascinating, because the colour 
blushes slowly through the green of the bud, 
and then one morning you. come down and 
find the flowers suddenly in full bloom.” 

When, however, [ saw that the dining- 
room was full of cut flowers J] doubted my 
hostess’s concern about. economy—till she told 
me that they had lasted a week, though they 
still appeared perfectly fresh. ; 
IT then learned that flowers last much 
longer if the stems are properly cut. As 
soon as a stalk is cut the sap runs to the cut 
end to seal it- up, and this prevents the flower 
from drawing up water. For this reason you 
should always cut soft-stemmed flowers, like 
bulips, narcissi and daffodils, under water. 


Treatment of Hard Sialks. 


Hard stalks or woody stems require other 
treatment. Wallftowers, for instance, “should 
be slit as well as freshly snipped; rose stems 
should also be peeled’ for about. two or three 
inches, while lilac, laburnum and fruit 
_blossoms should have the stalks well bruised 
with a hammer: :

Widows Ten Years of S[ge.

Professor DV. K. Karve, Hindu social 
reformer and educationist, founder of the 
Indian's, Women’s University, is touring 
Europe, the United States, and Japan to 
arouse interest in the women’s education 
movement in India. The Professor, who is 
seventy-one, is at present in Great Britain. 

The next generation, he declares, will find 
India adtancing by ‘leaps and bounds. 
Already ‘there is great activity in social, in- 
dustrial, political, and educational fields. 
Forty years ago public opinion in India was 
strongly against the remarriage of widows of 
high caste. He considered it was an in- 
justice to ask a widow ten or twelve years 
old to pass the rest of her life in celibacy. 
He thought he ought to set an example, and 
he faced astracism by marrying a widow 
thirty-six. years ago. He took up the ques- 
tion of educating young widows as teachers 
and nurses, and later started an educational 
institution for married and unmarried girls. 

About 1,400 girls were receiving secondary 
edutatign, under the auspices of the Women's 
University, in affiliated high and middle 
schools. They hoped eventually to obtain 
Government recognition and support for the 
university.. One of his dreams was te see a 
network of high schools in India, and a 
college, and eventually a women’s university 
in each linguistic proyince,

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MAGPIES SOLVE THE 
PROBLEM. 


—————— 


By HAMLET McCLENAGHAN)- 


A* this timie of the year the cuckoo, 

having taken up its abode with us 
for the season, is busy seeking out the 
nests of meadow-pipits or other birds 
willing to act as foster-parents to its off- 
spring. Readers may be interested to 
know that other birds (besides those which 
sit on cuckoos’ eggs) willingly hatch 
strange eggs put into their nests by 
human hands, and rear birds of a different 
species to their own. 

Many years ago my brothers and some 
private pupils and myself were educated 
at home by my father, a rector of the 
Church of Ireland living in Leitrim. The 
rectory was a large one, containing fifteen 
or more rooms, and stood in forty acres 
of beautifully wooded land with extensive 
shrubberies and pleasure grounds around 
the house—an ideal home for birds. The 
shrubberies and groves of the glebe, as 
well as the country hedges around, were 
alive with birds of all kinds. Including 
the private pupils, we were six boys in 
all. Our one hobby in our spare time and 


HOW 


holidays was birds—bird-nesting, bird-’ 


rearing, egg-collecting and cage-making. 
This taste was inspired by the old Royal 
Irish Constabulary, who lived in .a 
pretty, creeper-covered and cage-covered 
barrack standing on the corner of the 
glebe land, The police taught us how to 
make wire cages and osier cages, and 
showed us the kind of food for the hand- 
rearing of young fledglings of ail kinds. 
I may say that the policemen were most 
successful in rearing many different kinds 
of birds themselves, including such birds 
as two cuckoos, These last, however, I 
am sorry to say, did not survive the period 
when they ought to have migrated. 

My father allowed us to use a wing of 
the rectory, consisting of three rooms, as 
an aviary—a room to every pair of boys. 
We were more or less successful, though, 
on the whole, most of the successes did not 


survive «the followitig winter. . We were. 


most successful with blackbirds 
thrushes: many of them lived sfor 
I myself succeeded in rearin g a gol 
from a featherless stage. It was not 
hatched a week when I took it from its 
nest—but it ought to have been nearly 
two weeks old to give much chance of 
success. I was: naturally proud of my 
unusual achievement. This  goldfinch 
lived to be at least ten years old, wa’ 
very happy and tame, and sang a canary’s 
song. 

THE -‘ROGUISH MAGPIE. 


I wish to write of birds as foster- 

parents. During the few vears that this 
hobby lasted we found the following birds 
quite willing to hatch the eggs of other 
breeds of birds different from their own— 
blackbirds, thriishes, starlings, robins, 
wrens, chaffinches, yellowhammers, green- 
finches, sparrows, hedge-sparrows, jack- 
daws and rooks. We found that a magpie 
was the only bird, of all those we tried, 
which refused to hatch the egg of a strange 
bird inserted in its nest by human hands. 
We offered the magpie a jackdaw’s egg, a 
rook’s egg, a pigeon’s egg, a blackbird’s 
egg, but it was no use. The magpie sucked 
the strange egg on every occasion. Not 
so the other birds that I have mentioned, 
even when the strange ego was out of all 
proportion and semblance to their own. 
A rook hatched out the egg of an ordinary 
barn-door fowl] (commonly called a ‘‘ hen 
egg”) and a little wren hatched ont a 
blackbird’s egg. 
a ret to say that, although al] the 
birds (with the,.exception of magpies) to 
whom we gave strange eggs did their part 
in hatching them, yet few of these 
experiments resulted in the rearing cf 
strange fledglings with their own brood. 
The reason for this failure was that 
magpies robbed most of these nests before 
the hatching was completed. 

As to birds fostering strange fledglings, 
I can vouch the truth of the following 
instances. We six boys hunted in couples. 
Whichever couple found a nest first, it was 
the property of that couple. I and my 
partner owned a thrushes’ nest. Two of 
the others stole one of the young thrushes 
out of this nest when they were only five 
or six days hatched, and put it into a 
robin s nest among its chicks.. The robin’s 
nest belonged to me and my partner. The 
robins fed this thrush for two days, and 
then I discovered the big baby among the 
little robins, and, thinking it was a young 
cuckoo, reported that there was a cuckoo 
in one of our nests. The thieves then 
removed the thrush to another robin’s 
nest, where it wae fed for three days, when, 
I and my partner discovering it again, 
the theft was acknowledged and the thrush 
was restored to its own nest. It had been 
fostered (or should I say ‘‘ boarded out ?’’) 
by the robins for five days. 


AN OBLIGING WREN. 


On another occasion some of us put a 
blackbird’s egg into an ordinary wren’s 
nest. The wren was just beginning to 
hatch her own numerous s—ten or 
twelve of them. In two weeks the black- 
bird and young wrens arrived. After four 
or five days the young blackbird virtually 
filled the nest, and the young wrens were 
smothered (or, perhaps, starved) two or 
three every,day—their little naked bodies 
being found on the ground beneath the 
nest—until no young wrens were left. 
The parent wrens continued to feed, as 
best they could, the young blackbird until 
he was two weeks old, when he also died 
from an insufficiency of food. His: poor, 
little half-starved body was barely two- 
thirds the size it ought to have been. The 
wrens could not cope with a young black- 
bird’s voracious appetite. 

I have seen it stated that the cuckoo 
sometimes selects a wren’s nest for its egg. 
The above experience with a blackbird in 
a wren’s nest makes me doubt the state- 
ment, as the young cuckoo is even more 
voracious than a blackbird and much 
bigger. Also a cuckoo (owing to the tiny 
entrance, with overhanging top, to a 
wren s nest) could not possibly lay an egg 
in a wren’s nest. Here, the now discarded 
theory—that the cuckoo lifts her egg with 
her beak into the selected nest—would 
offer her only possible hope of success. As 
to the feeding of so voracious a youngster 
by birds not at his size, the ques- 
tion has occur to me: does the cuckoo, 
by any chance, help the selected foster- 
parent with the feeding of her progeny 
alter its arrival in the little bird’s nest? 
Has any trustworthy observer sufficiently 
watched the nest after the young cuckoo 
came on the scene? 


THE CHARITABLE THRUSH. 


The next case of foster-parentage that 
T shall mention is so unusual that it is 
dificult to believe. In a bush at the 
bottem of our large rectory garden was a 
blackbird’s nest, in which four chicks were 
‘inst hatched out. When these little 
lackbirds were only one day old they 
were deserted by their parents for some 
reason.

One of them lived and 
sang for years after. To return to this 
thrush’s nest; when the young blackbirds 
were removed, we found four little naked 
thrushes which had just come out of the 
beneath the young blackbirds. So 
the poor thrushes had to go on for another 
fortnight feeding their own babies, when 
they all got safely away. 


A LEGHORN FOSTERLING. 


The last instance of foster-parentage 
that I shall mention took place in a 
rookery in Co. Meath, during the first 
year of the Great War. A gentleman and 
his gardener heard the well-known piteous 
cries of lost barn-fowl chickens, which 
seemed to come from a shrubbery under 
the tall rookery trees. After a vain 
search in the shrubbery, the gardener 
thought that the cries must come from 
overhead. By the help of a Jadder a tree 
was climbed, and im one of the rooks 
nests, thirty-five or forty feet from the 
ground, two fluffy barn-fowl chickens 

A son of the 
house, a young cadet from Woolwich, had 
put two hen eggs in the nest before going 
out with his battery to France-—the poor 
boy was killed on the Italian front. One 
of the chickens from the crow’s nest grew 
to be a fine, black Leghorn cock, which, 
on account of his peculiar infancy, and 
for the sake of the boy who put the egg. 
in the rook’s nest, was allowed to live out 
his’ life to the end, contrary to the 
experience of most barn-door cocks. He 
died at a good old age many years after 
peace was deolared.

SUCCESS OF DUBLIN PLAYERS. 


The final sessions of the Northern Dramatic 
Feis were held in the EA Theatre, Belfast, 
last Saturday night, in the presence of large 
and enthusiastic audiences. The plays pre- 
sented were ‘‘ Beyond the Horizon,” a sad 
and somewhat mystic creation by Eugene 
O'Neill, very well performed by the Argosy 
Dramatic Society, Dublin. he Quintero

the Abbey Theatre School of Acting, Dublin, 
in which the standard of acting was super- 
latively good. Both productions were cordially 
received. 

Mr. Richard Rowley, the 
Belfast author, adjudicated on the lon 
and awarded the palm to the Abbey 
players. 

Mr. Rowley, in announcing the awards, said 
that they had had a week which had revealed 
how much dramatic riches there were in the 
Province, and it showed them how much 
could be done for legitimate drama in Ulster. 
The Northern Drama League hoped next year 
to repeat these competitions. (Applause.) 
They had the feeling, however, that dramatic 
societies ought to choose very carefully the 
class of plays to be entered for competition ; 
for they oe | seen some remarkably fine acting 
wasted on some remarkably poor plays. On 
this occasion no marks had been given for 
the choice of plays, but next year there would 
be some rule on the subject, and the choice 
of plays would have a definite bearing on the

“ KEEPERS OF YOUTH” AT 
THE DUKE OF YORK'’S.

LONDON, Saturday. 

The average playgoer will ask himself 
whethe: such schoolmasters exist as Mr, 
Arnold Ridley has drawn in his new play. 
entitled “ Keepers of Youth,” which was pro- 
duced at the Duke of York’s Theatre. 

The smal] private school, “for the sons of 
entlemen ”—as this piece was first titled— 
epends both for its social and moral tone 
upon its headmaster, and when that man ig a 
self-seeking, selfish bully, with no real culture, 
then the whole school suffers.

is frightened to deal justice to the real culprit 
because of his inconvenient knowledge.

Dirty ‘Buses. 


Travelling yésterday by “bus from the 
city, I was revolted by- the general 
atmosphere of staleness. and foetidity 
about the vehicle and ag texan dirti- 
ness quite apparent the conductor, 
who, however, had either no inclination or 
no means to remedy it. Some considerable 
time after, returning to the city, I found 
myself on the self-same ’bus ; the particular 
dirtiness was still there; the atmosphere 
worse. This was merely a glaring 
example of the disregard for cleanliness 
that seems to haunt some of our ‘bus 
services. There are some companies who 
have their vehicles swept and sprayed with 
disinfectant at one or other end of the 
journey, and the comfort, not to speak of 
the sanitarv value, of this practice is 
well worth the little labour inyolved. 


The Rotunda. 


Some account was given in the 
“Diary” recently of the Rotunda 
Gardens when they were at the height of 
their popularity as a place of fashionable 
resort, and the name of Dr. Bartholomew 
Mosse was mentioned as the founder. In 
an old history of Dublin I have come 
across some interesting facts connected 
with this truly philanthropic man ard 
his great undertaking, the. Rotunda 
Hospital. In the first place, this was 
the first hospital of its kind ever estab- 
lished in the British Dominions. It com- 
menced on a small scale in 1745, when 
Dr. Mosse took a house in St. George’s 
lane (the present South Great George’s 
street). furnished with twenty-four beds. 
Attention was attracted to it by the fact 
that he published annual reports giving 
statistical and other information, and he 
had only been at his charitable work for 
three years when inguifies came from 
London about the plans and regulations 
of the hospital, preparatory to a similar 
one being established there in 1748. 
A couple of years later two other hospitals 
of the same kind were opened in London, 
but the Dublin one holds the proud dis- 
tinction of having blazed the trail. 


Ghe Gardens. 


The Rotunda Gardens, as already 
related in the “Diary,” proved a great 
success, with their shrubberies and orna- 
mental walks, their fountains and Jamps, 
their statues and pavilions. On fine 
summer evenings, when the band played. 
and the dukes and earls, the viscounts and 
barons strolled about the alleys, the scene 
was very gay and animated, and Dr. 
Mosse was so delighted that he 
requisitioned M. Grezoni to paint a 
picture of it. A hundred pounds was 
paid for the picture, which represented 
all the features of the gardens, including 
the musicians and the company, and was 
considered a masterpiece. But a sad fate 
befel it. The doctor decided to have an 
engraving made, and to sell copies at 
“three half-crowns’’ each, and the 
picture was sent to France to be engraved. 
But on landing there the picture was 
seized and was never afterwards recovered. 


A Kusical Centre. 


The Gardens were laid out before the 
present hospital was built in order to 
raise money for the project, and, in 
addition, money was collected by means 
of lotteries, plays, concerts and oratorios, 
while the doctor contributed all his 
private purse. Dublin was a_ great 
musical centre in those days, and many 
of the foreign vocalists and _  instru- 
mentalists who visited the city to perform 
at charitable concerts settled down here 
for the rest of their lives. Amongst these 
was Castruccio, a well-known Italian, who 
for some reason afterwards sank into 
obscurity and poverty. He was often seen 
about Dublin, dressed in a suit of black 
velvet, gathering sticks for his fire, but, 
perhaps from pride, he never let his cgp- 
dition be known to those who could have 
helped him, and he died in 1752. Then, 
as has so often been the case, the man 
who had been allowed to starve was given 
a magnificent funeral, attended by the 
foremost in the land, and so great was the 
crush of people at St. Mary’s Church- 
yard (Jervis street) that the parish beadle 
was crushed to death.

The Cuckoo's Mate. 


The noise of the cuc!.co is now abroad in 
the land; the voice heard by a naturalist 
in February, it is said, was traced to a 
ventriloquist, since deceased. But it is not 
so often in this country that we see the 
bird who comes to Great Britain with 
him, the wryneck, known as the cuckoo’s 
mate. The wryneck is a talented contor- 
tionist. Approach the nest and from its 
recess he will writhe his neck at you, show 
a sinister beady eye, and hiss at you like 
a diminutive gander, hoping to be~taken 
for a snake. If your courage does not fail 
you at ‘this and you manage to capture 
your bird, he will promptly sag his 
feathers, glaze his eye, and hang limp in 
your hand. A wave of pity will sweep 
over you and you will feel like a murderer. 
But when your grip relaxes off he will 
dart, very much alive indeed. leaving you 
somewhat chagrined at the imposture. The 
wryneck may be looked for in the north 
and west, and occasionally makes the 
Phoenix Park; he has been seen in Cork, 
but is a rara avis in Munster.

Apart from this, he 
is head of Bernstein 
Theatres, Ltd., one of the leading groups 
of London Cinemas, is-a member of the 
Middlesex County Council, one of the 
founders of the Film Society, and vice- 
chairman of the Cinematograph Exhibi- 
tors’ Association. He is also the original 
organiser of the special programmes and 
performances at his theatres of films for 
children. 

His scheme censists of special Saturday 
morning performances for children only, 
at which any seat in the house costs three- 
pence, and though the films shown are not 
necessarily educational, they are entirely 
suitable, and always of artistic merit. The 
children’s film department is separate 
from the rest of the organisation and every 
film is viewed before it is included in the 
juvenile programme. The success of these 
performances has been such that many 
other important London cinemas have 
followed suit, and the teachers and local 
authorities have given the scheme their 
full support. 


Wr. Denis Gwynn, 


Mr. Denis Gwynn must be one of the 
most prolific of contemporary Irish 
authors. 
substantial books which he has published 
within the last twelve months, and they 
must have been written in spare moments ; 
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important English weekly paper. One of 
these volumes dealt with big  politico- 
religious issues raised in France, a second 
with the Irish Free State, a third with the 
movement in favour of Catholic Emancipa- 
tion until its culmination in 1829.

In this Jast volume he writes frankly 
and unreservedly on personalities and

The University Chapel. 


Incidentally Mr. Gwynn mentions that 
University Chapel, St. Stephen’s Green— 
the striking Byzantine edifice popularly 
called ‘‘ Newman’s’’ was built partly out 
of funds originally subscribed to defray 
the expenses of a criminal libel action. 

Round about 1850 Dr. Newman—he had 
not yet become a cardinal—delivered a 
highly controversial series of lectures at 
the Corn Exchange, Birmingham. 
Newman was not much given to sensa- 
tionalist propaganda, but in this series he 
was aggressive, dramatic and vehement. 
For once he abandoned his usually 
fastidious and reticent style, and in his 
fifth lecture fiercely attacked an Italian 
ex-priest, Father Achilli, then giving pro- 
pagandist lectures in England, under dis- 
tinguished patrons, who included the 
Foreign Secretary of the time, Lord 
Palmerston. Newman was sued for 
criminal libel against Father Achilli, and 
although public opinion, headed by The 
Times, sympathised with him, he was con- 
victed and on re-trial fined £100. The 
costs of both actions totalled £12,000. This 
sum was met by subscribers all over the 
world, and part of the surplus remaining 
went to the building of the University 
chapel. 


Fatalism. 


A correspondent writes:—I was greatly 
interested in a _ reference in the 
“Diary” the other day to a super- 
stition held in some parts that it is un- 
wise to rescue a drowning person. A 
friend of mine, a doctor well-known and 
greatly liked, who lived on the west coast 
of Ireland, probably owed his death to a 
superstition of this kind. He had gone 
to visit a sick 'person on an island off the 
mainland, and, while returning, a squall 
sprang up, the boat capsized, and he and 
his companion were drowned. All this 
happened within sight of the mainland, 
where a number of fishermen, gathered on 
the shore, saw the boat in difficulties, but 
made no attempt to send out a rescue 
party. It came out at the inquest that 
several of them had been heard to murmur: 
“What. the sea claims the sea must 
have,” a view which the local people sup- 
vorted very strongly. It seems a cowardly 
attitude to adopt, but people living near 
the sea are prone to strange superstitions.

Right or Left. 


Sixty countries favour the right-hand 
rule of the road for traffic, and forty-three 
keep to the left. Drivers in England, 
Ireland, Austria and Sweden must keep 
to the left, while other European 
countries favour the right. In the New 
World the right is the rule everywhere, 
except in British Honduras, Panama 
Paraguay, Argentina, Uruguay, an 
Prince Edward Island in Canada. The 
other provinces of Canada keep to the 
right. 

Now that Americans are taking their 
cars with them when they go on tour, the 
problem of the “rule of the road ” has 
become of personal interest to large 
numbers of people in the United States. 
The National Geographic Society in 
Washington has, in consequence, been 
considering the matter, and been com- 
menting upon it in its bulletin. 

“The need for a uniform rule is 
apparent,’’ it says, “in Europe. Consider 
the problem of a motorist who tries to 
drive from -Norway to Italy.... He 
starts bravely out from Oslo, keeping to 
the right until he reaches the Swedish 

Let him have his wits 
about him because when he ferries over 
to Denmark he must again move to the 
right. In Germany the same le 
applies, but he must go back to the leit 
in Czecho-Slovakia. Just as the be- 
wildered motorist gets used to left driving 
in Austria he must steel his nerves to 
switch back to the right in Yugo-Slavia 
and Italy.’’ It looks as if the League of 
Nations must tackle another difficult 
problem. But how much easier the 
solution would be if the United States had 
its representative on the Council! Maybe 
the members of the Geographic Society 
will see to it. 


The Custom House. 


The appearance of the Custom House 
has. been greatly improved since its 
restoration by the neatly laid-out grass 
ylots and walks which now surround it. 
Tt seems curious now to consider the 
fierce opposition which the proposal to 
build the present Custom House pro- 
voked. At that time—in the 1780’s— 
there was already one in existence, on the 
east side of Essex Bridge, and the site of 
the present Custom House was a swamp, 
and at an inconvenient distance from the 
business centre of the city, and interested 
persons raised a great clamour. The dis- 
trict had been part of the demesne 
belonging to the Cistercians of St. Mary’s 
Abbey, and the abbots enjoyed rights of 
fishery and customs in the neighbourhood, 
and had hake nets on the North Strand. 
The land had also been used by the 
public from ancient times for the holding 
of games, tilting and archery meetings, 
and all these reasons combined to place 
every obstacle in the way of the Right 
Hon. John Beresford, First Commissioner 
of the Revenues- in Ireland, who had 
planned this and various other improve- 
ments for the Irish capital. 


G andons Work, 


James Gandon. the architect, the 
grandson of a French Huguenot settled 
in London, was brought over with the 
greatest secrecy, and for three months had 
to wait in Dublin without making his 
presence known to anyone, until the 
purchase of the land had Leen completed, 
so great was the fear of the violence of 
the mob. The first. Sunday after the 
trenches were dug hundreds of people came 
out to the ground, but fortunately confined 
themselves to swimming in the trenches ; 
but as soon as it was seen that the founda- 
tions were going on, the High Sheriff and 
some members of the Corporation, followed 
by a crowd armed with shovels and saws, 
went there and levelled part of the fence. 
But Beresford instructed the architect to 
rebuild as fast as it was pulled down. 
‘* Prevent all opposition,” he said, “and 
laugh at the extreme folly of the people.” 
At length, in 1791, the new Custom House 
was opened for public business. One of 
the most interesting things that emerged 
from the construction of the building was 
Gandon’s surprise and delight to find such 
a high standard amongst the Dublin 
artificers. He had been advised to send to 
London for assistants, but after his first 
meeting with the Dublin workmen he 
decided to carry on with them, and his 
praise of them remains on record. 


Ghe Names of the Months. 


Mr. Forrest Reid’s book on Walter de 
la Mare, most gracious of living English 
poets, which was the theme of an article

CORK IN NEED OF A CATTLE MARKE? 


| Suggested Site at Corn 


Hospital Population : 
a Tariff on Flour : The Wreck 


of the 


: CORK, Sunday. 

Despite the movement to secure the site 
of the old Corporation buildings for a 
cattle market, there is every reason to 
believe that the proposed new municipal 
buildings in Cork will be re-erected on the 
old site at the corner of Anglesea street 
and Albert quay. Almost complete unani- 
mity prevails amongst the members of the 
re-established a on this point, 
the determining r, doubtless, being 
that the ground is the property of the 
Council, while in addition the building 
would be centrally situated. 

Before reaching any final decision on 
the matter, however, the Council have 
agreed to hear suggestions from the Town- 
Planning Association, the Chambers of 
Commerce, the Cattle Traders’ Association, 
and the other bodies interested in the 
matter. It is generally realised that the 
great objection to any other site would be 
the expenditure involved in purchasing 
premises to be pulled down to provide 
space Jor the City Hall. 


THE CATTLE MARKET. a 


As the question of a cattle market for 
Cork has been agitated from time to time 
here for close on quarter of a century, the 
suggestion emanating from a conference 
held under the auspices of the County 
Cork Farmers’ Union during the week 
seems to provide a more feasible way out 
of the difficulty. But here also the ques- 
tion of expense looms very large, as it is 
estimated that the conversion of the Corn 
Market would entail the expenditure of 
close on £40,000. It is stated that the 
Corporation would be willing to give the 
use of the Corn Market for the purpose, 
and from the point of view of rail-head and 
shipping facilities no great objection 
could be raised. 

Referring to the matter, Mr. E. J. 
Cussen, the energetic secretary of the 
Union, voiced the opinion of a large 
section of the community, when he de- 
clared that it seemed unnatural that Co®k, 
as the centre of a big cattle-producing 
district, should not have its market as well 
as the country towns. They hoped, he 
said, to establish in the city a series of 
fairs such as were held in so many centres 
throughout the country. “ The business 
that will accrue to the city,’’ he added, 
“will certainly justify any support that 
can be given by the business men.’’ 

Mr. P. Crowley said that the establish- 
ment of a cattle market was long overdue, 
and it was finally decided to call on the 
Corporation to make the site available for 
the holding of cattle markets at regular 
intervals. 


OVERCROWDED MENTAL HOSPITAL. 


The overcrowded condition of the Cork 
Mental Hospital was again reported at a 
recent meeting. of the Board of Manacge- 
ment, when it was stated that there were 
now 2,040 patients in the mstitution, an 
increase of forty as compared with the cor- 
responding period of last year. The 
Resident Medical Superintendent (Dr. O. 
F. McCarthy) stated that there were now 
three hundred patients over the maximum 
accommodation. but it should be added 
that the Committee has already embarked 
on a scheme of extension, the cost of which 
is estimated at forty thousand pounds. 

The increase in the number of inmates 1s 
attributed to the fact that many people 
mentally deficient, who were maintained 
at home in former days, are now being 
sent to the institution, and in addition 
there are also large numbers of senile 
patients and imbeciles, who would be quite 
harmless at home.

STAGED.

“ THE CONSTANT NYMPH ” 
AT.THE ABBEY THEATRE. 


Two years ago ‘The Constant Nymph” 
was first staged in Dublin by Miss Shelah 
Richards and Mr. Arthur Shields. The play 
proved highly acceptable then, and it is just 
as likely to prove acceptable now. Its 
success in London was remarkable—but some- 
thing, perhaps most, of that success was due 
to the nevel rather than the play. 

As adapted, ‘‘ The Constant Nymph ' had 
to lose much of the glamour which made for 
its popularity as a novel. Scenes had to be 
telescoped, characters made composite, and the 
descriptive writing eliminated. Nevertheless, 
what remains after the skilled treatment of 
Miss Margaret Kennedy and Mr. Basil Dean 
provides attractive, if not entirely satisfying, 
entertainment. It remains at the end quite 
plain that Tessa and Lewis belong to the 
novel rather than the stage. 

Many changes have been made in the cast 
since the play was first staged in Dublin; 
but the principals remain, and provide some 
excellent acting. The Roberto of Mr. E. W. 
Tocher has improved very considerably, and 
his acting last night was of a most sympa- 
thetic and finished kind. Mr. Michael Scott's 
Trigorin is another study that has matured, 
and which is now almost perfect. In these 
two difficult parts the accent and gesticula- 
tion were most carefully studied. A new 
member of the cast, Mr. G. Little, proved 
himself as capable in the impersonation ol 
Peveril Levburn as he has proven in similar 
réles in different company. 

Of the motile household that was 
““Sanger's Circus,” it can be said that each 
and every individual was carefully diffe 
rentiated and capably presented. Linda was 
again very competently conveyed by Miss 
Miss Hermione Wilson s 
efficiently hustling as 

Kennedy could desire, an 
Birnbaum could not be more 
excellently studied than he was by Mr. Barry 
Fitzgerald. Miss Blanaid O'Carroll s 
Antonia lacked the imsousciance of the 
revious performance, but Miss Meriel 
foore’s Florence Churchill was as charmingly 
vivacious as ever. The two younger sisters, 
Paulina and Tessa, were again delightfully 
laved by Misses K. Curling and Shelah 
Richards Miss Richard’s Tessa may not be 
quite the ‘‘Constant Nymph” of the novel, 
but her interpretation of the character was 
attractive and convincing. There remains 
only Lewis Dodd amon the principals, and 
here again the novel and Mr. Paul Rutledge 
do not quite coincide. The petulant violence 
of Lewis was missing, but instead there was 
a wistfulness of voice and action which were, 
perhaps, more interesting because of their 
novelty. ) 

On the whole, it is a very interesting pro- 
duction upon which Mr. Arthur Shields is to 
be congratulated.

President Cosgrave. ‘‘ If we want to change 
the law, let us change it, but it must not 
be changed by gunmen. The protection of 
witnesses and jurors is not the right or the 
responsibility of one party. t is the 
responsibility of all, and it is the responsi- 
hility of all to see that they are protected 
iu the exercise of their jurisdiction. If you 
had a true conception of citizenship on the 
part of Fianna Fail—such a condemnation, 
say, of those things as we had from Labour 
—there is uo doubt that peace, order, and 
security would have such support from the 
elected representatives of the people, and 
from the people themselves, that for very 
shame the young, irresponsible fellows who 
are possibly led by Englishmen and English 
women would desist from their murderous 
and cowardly activities.

CARRICK-ON-SHANNON, Sunday. 

_ Addressing a series of successful meetings 
in South Leitrim Mr. P. Hogan, Minister for 
Agriculture, declared that not a penny of the 
land annuities went to the British Treasury. 
I'he money Jent to Irish farmers for the pur: 
chose of their land came from investors in 
Great Britain, ireland and America, who 
obtained three per cent. interest, and among 
the largest holders of land stock in the 
country were the convents and the Church. 
Th:y lent the money to be repaid in sixty- 
seven years, and the British Treasury had 
nothing to do with it. That money went to 
the persons best entitled to it—namely, the 
lenders. 

At Ballinemore, before a large gathering, 


Mr. Hogan went on to say that he believed | 


that the peopie of the country were naturally 
horest and would pay their debts. If they 
did not do so they would never be able to 
borrow again, and they would still owe the 
money. ey knew that nine out of every 
ten of their bullocks were bought by the 
British; that nine out of every ten pounds of 
butter were bought by the British, and that 
99 per cent. of their eggs was bought by the 
British. They could have another quarrel 
hg England, but he did not know what 
abe ut, 

The Rev. John McKeon, Roman Catholic 
curate, who was on the outskirts of the 
crowd, asked what prices did the Irish 
farmers’ get. 

Mr. Hogan said that they had got better 
mg than the English. When Argentine 
eef was selling at from sixpence to seven- 
pence, Irish beef wag selling at twopence to 
threepence more. About two years ago 
Canadian cattle were coming to England: 
where were they to-day? They were driven 
out of the English market by Irish bullocks. 

Father McKeon said that had not answered 
his question about prices. 

Four years ago, continued Mr. Hogan. Trish 
butter was being heaten out of the English 
market. For the last four years they had 
increased their butter, cream and milk trede 
by almost four million pounds, because, with 
the co-operation of the Department of Agri- 
culture and the farmers, they reorganised 
their creameries and improved their produce 
so much that they got better prices in Eng- 
land. When the Englishman went ta buv 
their stock or produce he did not ask what 
was their politics. He was not so soft- 
héaded »s to mix politics with business. 

The Fianna Fail campaign “against land 
annuities was the most dishonest that had 
ever been started. The Fianna Fail Party 
knew nothing about farming. and all their 
talk about that wae a respectable back-ground 
for their policy. Fianna Fail knew that the 
last three years were bad years, and that 
manv an honest man had found it hard to 
nay his debts. In that atmosphere they told 
the neople that if they called themselves Re- 
públicans the Fianna Fail Party would back 
them in repudiatine payment of the interest 
at 3 per cent. It was a most shamef*l. 
dangerous and degrading campaign. He 
thought that the Ten Commandments were 
above Republicanism. 

HE JURIES BILL. 

‘There was a lying pretence that the Govern- 
ment had introduced the Juries Bill because 
they were not getting the verdicts they 
wanted. it that was so, why was there an 
incitement to murder jurors’ All that was 
done becau.e Dublin jurymen refused to re- 
yard their oath as an “ empty formula.” The 
point of view of the Government was, that 
it was more important to protect the citizen 
than to protect the criminal.

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NO GENERAL ELECTION 
. FOR YEARS. 
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STATEMENT BY MR. BLYTHE. 
Frou Our SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
CARRICK-UN-SHANNUN, Sunday. 

Mr. Blythe, Minister for Finance, had a 
busy time to-day. Starting at nine o'clock, 
he held four successful meetings in various 
parts of Leitrim on behalf of Lieutenant- 
General Sean MacEoin. While the people 
were not demonstrative, they followed his 
speeches with keen interest, and there was 
no. hostility. 

Speaking at Carrick-on-Shannon, Mr. 
Blythe said that he claimed some share of 
responsibility for having induced Sean 
MacEoin to go into politics, because he 
always believed that he would give good ser- 
vice in the political field. He remembered 
in 1921 and 1922 remarking that of all the 
men on the military side, General MacEoin 
made the best and soundest speech, and ap- 
preciated the fact that the Army should be 
the servant of the people. He was a brave 
man, and a gallant and able soldier, and 
a man of whom the country should be proud. 

Having reviewed the Government's con- 
structive work, Mr. Blythe, said that it 
had done everything that any Government 
could do to enable the country to advance 
economically. What had the Opposition 
done? They challenged the right of the 
people to accept the Treaty; they carried on 
a disastrous campaign of destruction; burned 
trains, blew up bridges, and gave a cloak 
to every form of blackguardism. 

After the civil war they refused to par- 
ticipate in the work of the country, and 
finally they made a shameless turn-about 
when they entered the Dail and declared 
that the oath, which was made the pretext 
for so much destruction, was but an 
‘“‘empty formula.”’ 

THE LAND ANNUITIES. 

Their policy was an entirely dishonest one. 
They claimed that they would hold up the 
land annuities. Well, they had not the 
‘shadow of a chance of retainin 
them; there was absolutely no moral or lega 
claim on the part of any Government to 
retain the arinuities. The land annuities did 
not go into the British Exchequer; they went 
to pay the interest on the land stock when 
land purchase was carried out. If the 
Government tried to hold on to that there 
would be a means of enforcing payment. 

If there was certain money to which Great 
Britain was entitled legally and morally, the 
claim to recover it would be backed by Inter- 
national Courts. He did not say that the 
British Army, but Great Britain, would put 
on special taxes—a pound or two per head 
un every beast going into that country, a tax 
on butter and eggs, etc. The money would 
have to be paid, and this country would be 
humiliated and discredited. 

There would not be a general election tor 
some years, and he did not believe that there 
was the slightest chance of Fianna Fail being 
returned; but by putting in Sean McEoin by 
a big majority they would show that Fianna 
Fail must reform still farther before they 
would be trusted with government.

The excellent work of the Children’s Sun- 
shine Home, Stillorgan, Co. Dublin, and the 
urgent need for funds to extend it, were 
explained at the annual general meeting in 
connection with that institution at Stillorgan 
last Saturday afternoon. The Governor-Gene- 
ral of the Free State was present, and the 
attendance was large. Sir William de Courcy 
Wheeler presided.

THE ANNUAL REPORT. 


The fourth annual report recorded a very 
successful year’s work. It stated that during 
the year 31 children were discharged cured, 
this number being an increase of ló over the 
previous year, cae bringing the total of cured 
cases to 76; three were improved. The num- 
ber of cases admitted during the year was 
46, and the number of cases undischarged on 
the 28th February, 1929, was 24. There was 
accommodation for 24 children, which, how- 
ever, was far from adequate, and the com- 
mittee looked forward to the time when it 
would be possible for them to deal with 
cases of rickets as thev arose. At present 
the most urgent cases are admitted at the 
first opportunity; less urgent cases had to 
be kept waiting owing to lack of room, often 
for many months, the result being that the 
children became worse, and on admission it 
was found impossible to eure them. The 
committee, therefore, appealed most urgently 
for funds to build, equip and endow an ad- 
ditional ward to accommodate at least twelve 
children. Their greatest need was more an- 
nual subscribers. This year a cot was en- 
dowed in memory of Sylvia Caroline Pim by 
members of her family. 

The committee recorded with the most sin- 
cere regret the loss of Mr. Charles H. Chaytor, 
who had heen a member of the committee 
since the foundation of the Sunshine Home. 


THE CHAIRMAN. 
The Chairman said that the Sunshine Home 
was still in its infancy, but it had, in the 
four years of its infancy, justified its exis- 


tence. It was a robust, strong infant; so 
robust and strong that it required more 
nourishment, and the nourishment that. it 


required most, of was in the shape of pounds, 
shillings and pence. Those who visited that 
home on visiting-days saw little pale-faced, 
wizened, wretched, half-starved children, with 
crooked legs and bent backs, unable 
to move, and were full of sympathy 
for them, but when they came back in a 
fortnight or three weeks’ time and _ looke:l 
for the same children, the Matron smiled 
and pointed out healthy, red-faced, robust, 
happy children, unrecognisable as the 
individuals that they had seen on their 
previous visit when those children were 
admitted. That was a common story in the 
Sunshine Home. More funds were needed, 
and a special appeal had been made for 
tunds so that so many children would not 
have to be refused admission. If they could 
et these crippled children into the Home 
there would be no need for the misery that 
resulted from the want of proper treatment. 

It was only within the last thirty years 
that anything had been done for such 
children in any country, but now a camplete 
change had come over people as regards tue 
treatment of children, and «a sunshine home 
such as that wus an example of what was 


being done. There were 65,000 of these 
children in England and Wales needing 
medical attention and sunshine treatment, 


and in England and Wales they had vigilance 
committees finding out these children and 
having them sent to sunshine homes and 
hospitals. Here, if they had not reached 
perfection, they were making great strides, 
and 86 long as they could ,% on their 
platform friends of the Sunshine | Rw such 
as the Governor-General, Lady Talbot de 
Malahide, and Father Finlay, hes need have 
no fear whatever for the future.

They wanted to provide 
twelve more beds for children, and they 
estimated that the capital cost of having 
these -beds would be approximately £12 
yearly per child. If they had no charit;, 
and if they were to go only by economic fore 
sight, the expenditure would be more than 
justitied on that ground alone. 
He was not going to suggest that subscrip- 
tions to the Hume should be made without 
reference to charity, but he did suggest thet 
it was a moral duty to support an institution 
of that kind, which gave a sickly child who 
might grow up disabled a lifelong lease of 


healthful activity. He hoped that the 
next annual report would show that tbe 
committee's appeal had been successful 


(Applause. ) | 

Vr. Abrahamson, who seconded the motion, 
said that those who visited out-patients or 
children’s wards of any general hospital in 
Dublin would see what a tragedy lay before 
many children who were doomed to cripple- 
dom for: want of adequate treatment. In 
view of the continuous drain by emigration 
of the medically fit, the growing generation 
should get every possible chance of becoming 
healthy and vigorous. (Applause.) 

The motion was passed. 


EVERYBODY'S RESPONSIBILITY. 


Lady Talbot de Malahide, moving amend- 
ments to the scheme for management rela- 
tive to the Governors and the appointment 
of a patron and vice-patrons, said that they 
were all agreed, she was sure, that the chil- 
dren of the world were everybody s respon- 
sibility, and there was no excuse whatever 
for them in allowing hundreds of children to 
suffer physital weakness and mental torture. 
Such conditions meant that future citizens 
were being reared in ways which compared 
so unfavourably with the happy nurseries all 
over the world. that personally she thought 
that the whole root of social difficulties was 
to be found in the fact. 

‘And here under this roof,” continued 
Lady de Malahide, '“is a chance open to all 
of us to at least give of our worldly goods 
towards the ideal that we all ought to have— 
healthier and happier children all over the 
world. ‘The Sunshine Home has -undoubtedly 
tackled a very great problem im a very nght 
way. Its motto is, ‘Cure and contentment.’ 
Children of all denominations are admitted.” 

Referring to the number of children who 
had been discharged from the Home cured, 
she said that there were many children wait- 
ing to be cured. It was for the public to 
move, and the best move that they could 
make was to put their hands in their pockets. 
(Applause. ) 

‘The Rev. 1. A. Finlay, 8.J., who seconded 
the motion, said that only an insignificant 
fractior cf the receipts was received from 
the parents of the children, which meant that 
the institution, as a whole, was founded upon 
charity, and that the services rendered were 
given in the name of charity. That was a 
recerd of which the institution might well be 
proud (Appiause.)

THE CHANCE TO LIVE. | 

Miss Blandford, proposing the election of 
the Committee of Management, said that the 
longer she lived the moie convinced she was 
that eack individual who was born into the 
world should get a chance to live, and that, 
as far as human endeavour could see to it, 
health and education should be their right. 
The refusal of admission of deformed children 
to that Home meant that it was most likely 
that each of them would muss the time of 
their lives in which their little limbs could 
be strengthened by sunlight, fresh air and 
proper food. and that in all probability they 
would have te exist to the bitter end of their 
lives with the awful handicap of deformity. 
She would like to say how satisfactory it 
was that the Rotary Club had undertaken 
the after-care of the children. That parti- 
cular side of hospital work had a special 
appeal for her. She always felt. that more 
attention should be paid to the home life 
and circumstances of the sick poor while 
receiving intern or extern hospital treat- 
ment. For that reason she would like to see 
an almoner. at to every hospital to 
act as a link between the medical and 
nursing staffs of the hospitals on the .one 
side and the home and domestic life of the 
patients on the other, with the object of 
ensuring that advice given was carried out 
and doméstic anxiety relieved as far as this 
was possible in each ease. Virtually all 
hospitals of standing in London and other 
large cities had special almoner’s depart- 
ments and after-care committees attached. It 
was a matter for regret that few of the 
hospitals in the Free State had the advan- 
tage of the help of an almoner. ‘lhe fact 
that the Committee of, Management of the 
Sunshine Home had realised the importance 
of after-care work Was another proof of the 
sincerity of their work and their’ fitness for 
further responsibility. (Applause. )

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STUDDERT-KENNEDY 
MEMORIAL. 


SERVICE AT ST. ANN’S 
CHURCH, DUBLIN. 
——— 


A Service in commemoration of the life and 
work of ;he Rev. G. A, Studdert-Kennedy 
was held in St. Ann’s Church, Dublin, 
yesterday, Offerings were taken for @ 
memorial fund. 

The Sermon waa preached by the Rev, P, 
T. R. Kirk, Director of the Industrial Fellow- 
ship, who said that it was his sad privilege 
to speak of the life and work of one “whom 
we in this city may rightly claim as our own; 
one who was to me as a brother beloved.”’ 

Geoffrey Studdert-Kennedy, the preacher 
said, was @ prophet, and the world could ill- 
afford to lose just now the few prophets who 
arose within it, For most of them his work 
began with the Great War; the war that bit 
into his soul and left the mark of iron teeth, 
They had heard of him then—scorning danger, 
disobeying orders to confine his work to the 
base, distributing his “Wild Woodbines,’* 
and conducting tours of enheartenment in 
those areas where there was doubt and dis- 
affection. He was called ‘‘ Woodbine Willie ” 
by the troops, because of his plentiful supply 
of their favourite fags, and he was content 
with the name. He wore it, however, with no 
sense of honour or pride, but as a challenge 
to himself to provide needy souls with some- 
thing that satisfied more than rations or 
tobacco. He wrote :— 

They gave me this name; like their nature, 
Compacted of laughter and tears; 

A sweet that was born of the bitter, 
A joke that was torn from the years 

Of their torture and travail. Christ's fool ! 
Atoning my sins with their blood, 

Who arinned in their agony. sharing 
The glorious madness of God. 

Their name! Let me bear. it—the symbol 
Of unpaid, unpayable debt. 

For the men to whom I owed God’s peace, 
I put off with a cigarette. 

He was less than just to himself in such 
words; for there are many who are living 
brave lives to-day in the post-war conditions 
of life because of a message about the peace 
which passeth all understanding heard from 
him in the hour of the world’s torture and 


travail 


AFTER THE WAR. 

é“ My friendship with him,” the preacher con- 
tinued, ‘‘dates from after the war, when he 
came to the Industrial Christian Fellowship as 
our messenger, He loved our movement as if it 
were his own child, and consecrated his fine 
gifts to the task of declaring the will of 
Christ, as he understood it, for a world all 
too slowly recovering from its war-time mad- 
ness. He was not infallible in his judgments, 
but he had a great intellect; this; and his 
passionate earnestness, soon won him the 
esteem of men of all classes. Even those who 
could not agree with him, even those who 
for a while opposed him, came in the end to 
admire, not only his moral courage, but also 
the deep and logical pronouncements which 
he made upon current issues. i 

His entire lack of conventionality and the 
frequently. daring nature of his speech at 
first prejudiced some against him, and but 
for the splendid resources of his mind he 
would soon have flickered out. The early 
impression that he had an arresting manner 
of addressing an audience, and nothing 
more, presently gave way to a general 
acknowledgment that there was one among 
us endowed with a mind that could grapple 
with vast problems without being stunned 
by them; one who could move amongst the 
most delicate intricacies of argument with a 
sure head. The gift of a fascinating per- 
sonality and of a great intellect would not 
have made him the man he was, however, 
if there had not been joined to. these a 
sympathy which was wonderfully Christlike. 

His generosity was unbounded. He 
could not keep money while he saw his 
brethren in need. The offering made to 
him on a recent Easter Day went in its en- 
tirety to the Miners’ Distress Fund. 

We know how faithfully he fulfilled the 
qualifications which he outlined as necessary 
to a minister of Christ. We have called 
him a prophet. As a pastorate he had first 
the troops in France, and then the lands 
of England and the United States, and he 
cared for all he met as a true father in God. 
He was given a city church, without heavy 
charges on his pastoral care, that he might 
extend his parish until it covered a great 
part of the world. He was a true priest ; 
for he bore the burden of his fellows in 
the manner of his Lord. “His ministry A 
extended by his writing. . The books whic 
enshrined some of his most..earnest medita- 
tions and addresses still sett extensively, and 
his contributions to journals must have 
read by tens of thousands weekly, E -

Two perils lie before the English nation. 
One is that the long-continued, but in- 
evitable, distress in the coal-mining areas 
may have bred so wide an impatience that 
the voters will return the Socialists as the 
largest single party. The second peril is 
that, while the conservative instinct which 
is paramount in the English nature 
probably will forbid such a measure of 
socialistic success, the three parties may 
be returned in nearly equal numbers. Such 
an outcome would be only less calamitous 
than the return of the Socialists to power. 
It might involve something in the nature 
of a coalition Government, or at least of 
what is called ‘‘ agreed legislation,” for 
the lifetime of the new Parliament. A 
strong and determined national policy, at 
the time when it is most urgently needed, 
would be impossible. The economic 
revival which Mr. Baldwin’s sober direc- 
tion has initiated would be paralysed by 
the uncertainty that would hang over the 
land; and no decisive work of reconstruc- 
tion could be takem until, at another elec-. 
tion, the people had given a decisive 
mandate. Such a deadlock in Britain’s 
leadership would be injurious to the in- 
terests of all Europe. Slowly, and by dint 
of almost heroic pains, the conservative 
principie is bringing the . war-shattered 
continent back to stability and prosperity ;

Marshals of France. 


The French, whatever their faults, have 
always cultivated a true sense of what is 
fitting; and the French Government, in 
abolishing the rank of Marshal of France, 
has maintained this tradition. It has 
ensured that no new Boulanger shall go 
down to history as an unworthy peer in 
rank with de la Tour d’Auvergne, Lannes 
or Foch. For ever now the words 
“ Marshal of France ” will suggest a Ney, 
with smoke-blackened face and broken 
sabre, trying to find at the hands of the 
enemy the death that he was to meet 
from the muskets of Bourbon soldiers in 
the Luxembourg Gardens, or a Maurice 
de Saxe at Fontenoy, or a Foch plucking 
victory from apparent defeat. By its 
cessation . e title becomes immortal. The 
truth of this seeming paradox has been 
proved through the ages, and is known 
among primitive people, and most par- 
ticularly among the Bantu tribes of 
Africa. It was always their custom to 
forbid, under pain of death, mention of 
the name of a dead chieftain whose glory 
they wished to commemorate. When 
Chaka, the Zulu king—incidentally the 
creator of the only perfect military 
system known to history—fell before the 
treacherous assegais of his half-brothers, 
his murderers preserved the custom, and 
ever after even Dingaan himself never 
spoke the. name ““Chaka.” The dead 
king was always mentioned as “ the 
Black One who is gone” or “ the 
Elephant who is no more.” It is interest- 
ing to note among primitive peoples the 
realisation of the truth that we express 
by the proverb, “ familiarity breeds con- 
tempt.’’ If future Marshals of France are 
created, we can be sure that the occasion 
will be a worthy one, but we may hope 
that it- never will be necessary. When 
‘*the common-sense of most: shal] hold a 
fretfu] realm in awé,” it will be possible 
for Frenchmen to look back with pride 
on the 331 men who held that august 
rank, and to be grateful to the Govern- 
ment which ensured that the name of 
“ Marshal oí France.’ could not be 
brought into disrepute,

COLLECTION FOR HOSPITAL 
FUNDS. 


A considerable sum of money was collected 
by the students of University College, Dublin, 
on Saturday last, in the course of a “rag — 
which they held in aid of the funds of the 
National Taternity Hospital, Holles street, 
Dublin.

MUSSOLINI AND THE 
TREATY. 


RELATIONS OF CHURCH 
AND STATE, 
ipientchctinenlpiemeenrnntit 


From Recrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 


ROME,. May 25. 

The debate on the Lateran Treaty, which 
was to-day passed by the, Senate, was 
marked by a striking speech from the Duce, 
Signor Mussolini. 

The Duce began by saying that his speech 
would not assume the same proportions as 
the one he delivered a few days ago in the 
Chamber. That speech, he said, had been 
described as uncompromising, but the 

lemic points raised therein had struck 

ome. t was necessary to disperse the too 

sentimental atmosphere created by the 
Treaty, which, if allowed to continue, would 
undoubtedly alter its true character. 

The Duce then said that it was very de- 
sirable to define precisely, since the matter 
had become a reality in the political arena, 
the respective sovereignties of the State and 
the Church. There was the Kingdom of 
Italy, on the one hand, and the King- 
dom of the Vatican City, on the other. The 
Kingdom of Italy was politically as remote 
from the Vatican City as Paris, Madrid and 
Warsaw. Above all, it was necessary to 
eradicate the idea created that the Treaty 


would Vaticanise Italy or vice verea, sees 


the Vatican would be Italianised. Nothing 
of the kind would happen, emphatically de- 
clared the Duce, 

THE TEACHING OF THE CHILDREN. 

Signor Mussolini then turned to the ques- 
tion of education and the teaching of the 
children, saying that he did not wish any 
misunderstanding to arise, since the two were 
absolaitely distinct. Were the Fascists about 
to monopolise jealously the teaching of the 
children of Italy. hese who feared that 
should. remember that it was under the 
Fascist regime that the first Catholic Univer- 
sity in Italy was opened and recognised. 
There was, however, one aspect of the teach- 
ing-of the children on which they were un- 
compromising. a 

One must have regard to the realities o: 
life, Those who maintained that the teach- 
ing of the children was a matter solely for 
the family were saying something wholly 
inconsistent with the realities of modern life. 
The modern family, engaged unceasingly in 
the struggle for its daily bread, could not 
teach anyone. Only the State, with its 
facilities of every description, could under. 
take the task. 

Signor Mussoliui added that the State alone 
weld give the requisite religious instruction, 
supplementing it with the whole of the other 
disciplinary measures. 

WHAT THEY CLAIMED. 

What then was the education which they 
claimed It was the education of the citizen. 
If the modern world was not a world of 
savage wolves that they knew it to be, br 
could renounce this education of theirs, whic 
might be described—for hypocrisy was re- 
volting—as warlike education. The word need 
not frighten them. This virile and warlike 
education was necessary in Italy; for during 
long centuries the military virtues of the 
Italian people had not been able to shine 
forth. Ateer the wars of the Roman Empire 
the Italian people had flot fought and won 
a war until the war of 1916-1918, . (Loud 
cheers.) 

Having interests to defend, which must .be 
defended every day of their lives, they 
could not give way to the luse of universalism, 
which he could understand in a people who 
had arrived, but which could not be per: 
mitted to a people who had not yet arrived. 

_ THE AGREEMENT TO LAST. 

Signor Mussolini said that each article of 
the agreement represented a necessary com- 
promise between the claims of the State and 
the claims of the Church. © It would Jas¢ 
because it was drawn up on comprehensive 
atid wise lines, and it had 
hearts of the Italian people. 

Differences might still require to be sur- 
mounted in regard to the contying out of the 
Concordat, but they . could successfully 
overcome, for the Holy See knew that the 
Fascist regime was frank and loyal, and 
had offered the Church its open hand, but 
not its arm, for nobody could demand that, 
and nobody could have it. '

STRONG POSITION OF THE BANK, 
——— 


(From Our Financia, CORRESPONDENT.) 
59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, Saterday. 


In view of the extent to which America 
has adversely affected both our money 
market and Stock Exchange this year, some 
people probably ‘wish that the country had 
never been discovered. It is scarcely an 
exaggeration to say that we are at the 
mercy of the wave of speculation which has 
passed over the United States. That specula- 
tion is the cause of a rise in call loan rates 
in New York to a figure that has attracted 
credits from various other countries; it is 
the cause of the successive advances in 
‘Continental bank rates, and it was the cause 
of the rise in our official minimum last 
February to 5, per cent. During last week 
the sterling dollar exchange was perilously 
near gold export point. The Bank of Eng- 
land is strong enough to lose a few millions 
of the precious metal, but it does not want 
to do so in view of the heavy demands of 
a more normal character, which may be ex- 
pected in the autumn; otherwise the Central 
Institution would not have paid so high a 
price for the metal last Wednesday. 


GROUND FOR HOPE. 

If, therefore, the exchange further fell, 
threatening serious gold exports, the Bank 
of England might feel compelled to act, 9s 
is did in February, and this would have a 
serious effect upon security values, if only 
for a time. Bub this is taking the most 
gloomy view of the position. There is

INDUSTRIAL SHARES. 


At least there is the possibility of a 
further decline in English Industrial Shares. 
Continued weakness in Wall street would be 
reflected in prices of the various '' Anglo- 
American ” sceurities in which that centre 
is now interested. The decline in these 
might be ‘serious enough to cause sales of 
other securities, not even indirectly in- 
fluenced in the ordinary way by the 
vagaries of New York, because such 
securities would be much more marketable 
than the others, and certainly much more 
marketable than shares which are inflated. 
A continuance of weakness in New York, 
therefore, would have a cumulative influence 
here in depressing quotations, so that in 
time the drooping tendency of prices might 
become almost general. It would certainly 
have considerable influence in restricting 
the volume of business in miscellaneous 
securities as a whole. This is taking the most 
unfavourable view of the position. What must 
be remembered is that in the past the New 
York market has shown a remarkable power 
of recovery from periods of depression, while 
the fact that on Thursday last no action was 
taken in respect of rediscount rates encourages 
a disposition to think that an advance may 
not be made at all. If, further, call loan rates 
became more normal, fresh support wonld 
be given to the market. though for obvious 
reasons it is to be hoped that cheaper money 
in New York would not be regarded as jus- 
tifying a fresh outburst of speculation on a 
somewhat wild seale. 


OUR BANK RATE. 


Several reasons can be put forward for not 
expecting a rite in the knglish Bank Rate, 
barring. further developments of. a disturbing 
character in America. 
Bank 1s exceptionally strong, and, moreover, 
the official minimum is almost effective, for. 
thanks to last week’s scarce market discount, 
quotations have risen almost to .c. The 
Bank Rate is rarely advanced while the exist- 
ing figure is effective, and so far the 654 
p.c, has achieved the object aimed at in Feb- 
truary last—the prevention of heavy gold 
exports and the building up of a strong gold 
position. Because of these considerations the 
present may prove to be an excéptionally 
avourable opportunity of purchasing gilt- 
edged securities on attractive terms.

Forehand and backhand drives are un- 
doubtedly the foundations of Lawn Tennis, 
and it is on these two strokes that I have 
based my game. 

There are three types of tennis players—the 
base-liner, the volleyer, and the all-court 
player. The base-liner must have perfect con- 
trol over his ground strokes, as he relies on 
them entirely to win his matches.” . 

The volleyer hopes to win his points by 
dinching the rally with a volley, but here, 
ain, he must pave the way with a good 
ound shot on which to advance to the net. 
It is quite useless for him to come inta the 
net with a bad length ground stroke, because 
he will be promptly passed by his opponent. 
The came thing applies to the all-court player, 
«ho does not come up as often as tne volieyer 
pure and simple, but he, again, can oniy 
come in provided that his first stroke—the 
ground stroke—is of good length, and ia weil 
placed, 


FAULTY THEORY. 


Theoretically, the player from the base line 
should always beat the volleyer, because there 
is always a Space left along the side lines or 
across the court by the ~volleyer. Yet in 
actice very often the boot is on the other 
a and the volleyer vanquishes tne base- 
liner. After all, some of the greatest players 
in the world have been volleyers. 

Let us consider some examples of base-liners 
who have won championships at Wimbledon 
and elsewhere. Probably the best example is 
Rene Lacoste, who won the champtonsmp at 
Wimbledon in 1925, and again last year. By 
dint of years’ hard work, he has produced the 
most machine-like game of any tennis piayer 
in the world. 


TWO DIFFERENT WAYS. 


Lacoste hardly éver comes to the net, anda 
relies entirely on his amazingly accurate 
ground strokes. Although he does not hit, 
stroke for stroke, as hard as the Americans, 
Johnston and Tilden, there is more pace be- 
hind those drives than appears to the eye of 
the onlooker, and it is these two strokes, 


coupled with a very well-placed and none too 
ES service, that have carri Lacoste 
through so many championships. 


Another example is W. T. Tilden. the 
eveatest player the world has ever seen. 
\Vhen Tilden and Johnston were at their best 
» few vears ago in America, the finals of the 
American Championships were nearly always 
fought out between these two. Both had fore- 
hand drives of tremendous pace and reat 
accuracy, and so great was the pace of the 
game that neither dared essay an advance to 
‘the net. Had one of them done so, the op- 
ponent would have been promptly offered a 
target, and would immediately flash a winner 
down the side line or across the court. So 
they fought their matches out almost entirely 
on the base line. 


SUZANNE'S SUCCESS. 


iow did the inimitable Suzanne Lenglen 
win her matches with such consummate ease? 
We have all seen her walk through Wimble- 
don and beat the best women in the world 6-0, 
6-0. The answer is her great accuracy with 
her forehand and backhand drives. Suzanne 
did not hit hard. “The rallies did not last Jong, 
but such was her ball-control that she could 
practically place the ball on the proverbial 
bixpence. 
The story goes that Papa Lenglen used 
fo mark out a tennis court in squares, which 
were numbered, and then make Suzanne hit 
the hall into whichever square he hold her. 
Helen Wills is now supreme in ladies’ | 
tennis, although her game differs from 
Suzanne’s in that she hits much harder, but 
the foundation is the same—good length 
drives backhand ;nd forehand. 
Lawn tennis has greater versatility of 
stroke than any other ball game, and it is 
[or this reason that the game is so fascinat- 
ing to play and extremely attractive to 
watch. There are many kinds of forehand 
drives—the flat drive, the cut drives, the 
chop stroke, the top spin stroke—and all of 
these strokes have produced their respective 
champions. : 


THE FLAT DRIVE. 


The most usual forehand drive is probably 
ihe more or less flat drive; that is to say, 
vihout much cut and without much a 
wo. This stroke is used by most English 
pavers and by most of the Continental 
pavers, although Conintental players differ 
vey silghtly in the grip of the racket, the 
head of which is held a trifle higher. This 
stile of grip is the most natural one, and 
is, therefore, to recommended. 
the grip that certain American players 
we, including W. M. Johnston, J. Hen- 
wese, G. M. Lott, and others is a grip 
that ó particularly adaptable for hard court 
pay when the ball is bouncing very high. 
This grip 1s made by holding the racket with 
the face pointing to the ground and with the 
elbow bent e result of this stroke 1s 
that a good deal of top spin is imparted to 
the ball, and great pace can be attained. 
Of course, there are many different styles 
of producing these strokes, as is shown In 
the strokes of Howard Kinsey, the American 
finalist at Wimbledon in 1926, who had a

A COMMON FAULT IN 
SINGING, 


OFFICIAL ATTACK ON THE 
TREMOLO. 


One of the many varied tasks which the 
British Broadcasting Corporation has set 
itself in the education of broadcast artistes 
is that of taking the “wobble’’ out of vocal 
music. Mr. Percy Pitt, the music director of 
the Corporation, has drawn attention to its 
efforts to stamp out this habit of certain 
singers of indulging in an out-of-tune 
tremolo or “shake ” on certain notes. . The 
B.B.C., when giving instruction in micro- 
phone technique to artistes, makes a special 
point of endeavouring to eradicate’ the 
“tremolo,’’ and in many cases “incurable ”’ 
singers, it is stated, have been turned down 
for this reason. 

An official of the Corporation expressed his 
belief that this- rigid discouragement of the 
“wobble ” in the broadcasting studio had had 
a widespread effect. “ Both amateur and pro- 
Áis singers who have been too inclined 
in the past to favour tremolo ehects,” he 
said, “have been disconcerted at the entire 


formances, and in this way they have come to 
realise that firmness is the better part of 
voice production. Of course, we have diffi- 
culty sometimes in curing potential broad- 
cast singers of this fault; men and women 
alike are apt to wobble at their first tests. 
Sometimes it is sheer nervousness; in other 
cases it is the singer’s customary habit, ruin- 
ing an otherwise goodvoice. . 

“We can do nothing. else but warn them 
against the tremolo and pull them up in their 
tests every time they offend. If, however, we 
find that a singer is incurable—and there 
have been many such cases—we have no alter- 
native’ but to ban them. Happily, there are 
not many “incurables ' nowadays; our train.

ENFORCEMENT OF SHEEP 
DIPPING ORDERS. 


As the sheep-dipping season commences on 
June 1, the Free State Department of Agri. 
culture desire to direct the attention of sheep 
owners and all concerned in the execution 
and enforcement of the Sheep Dipping 
Orders, to the urgent necessity for, securing 
the dipping of all sheep in the Irish Fiee 
| State durmg the prescribed dipping periods, 
and in accordance with the vequirements of 
the Orders. 

The principal object of the Order of 1918, 
and the supplementary Orders which enable 
Local Authorities to require the prescribed 
dippings to be carried out under the super. 
vision of local inspettors, is the eradication 
of Scab, a disease which has done much to 
retard the development of the sheep industry 
and to injure the country’s valuable export 
trade in sheep and lambs. Under t 
Orders the Lo@al Authorities have ample 
means of ensuring the freedom from Scab of 
all sheep in their respective districts, and of 
thereby enhancing to a very considerable 
degree the value of the sheep industry as a 
whole. 

In the last resort, however, responsibility 
for the cleanliness of Irish flocks rests on 
sheep owners themselves. Every owner of 
sheep is hound to. dip his sheep 
in the matiner and duri the ‘period 
prescribed by the Sheep Dipping Order, and 
every consideration of. duty and self interest 
should urge him to discharge his obligation 
If regulations of the Local Authority requit- 
him to have his sheep dipped at a time and 
place appointed by the Local Authority, he 
should make arrangements to have the whole 
of -his flock di ood in accordance with these 
regulations; otherwise, he should fix a time 
and place himself, and give the Local 
Authority due notice, through the Civic 
Guards, so that they may be represented at 
the dipping should they so desire. Forms 
for the purpose of this notice, and of tlie 
declarations required respectively (1) to 
accompany sheep to fairs, and (2) to be made 
ait the end of each dipping period, can be 
obtained from the Local Authority or from 
the Civic Guards. | 


THOROUGH IMMERSION. 
Whether the dipping takes place unde: 
local regulatiéns or not, or under supervision 
or not, the dipping should be by ‘thorough 
immersion of the “a in an approved dip. 
and the greatest care should be taken in 
carrying out the directions giving as to the 
mixing of the dip and the length of time 
during ‘which the sheep should be kepi 
immersed, Except where otherwise directed, 
the period .of immersion should be for at 
least one minute. In the summer dipping 
period (from June 1 to July 31) the sheep 


must be dipped once, and must have 
been shorn beiore dipping, unless they are 
lambs under nine months old. In the 


autumn dipping period (August 1 to. Novem- 
ber 15, inclusive) sheep must be dipped twice 
within an interval of not less than seven or 
more than fourteen days. The interval is 
important, having regard to the life history 
of the scab parasite. 

The first dipping will probably kill the 
parasites, but their eggs remain, and in a 
short time give rise to a fresh brood. 
second dipping is, therefore, necessary to kill 
the young parasites before they, in turn, lay 
their eggs. Where an arsenical dip is used 
for a first dipping of sheep it is recommended 
that a non-arsenical dip should be used for 
the second dipping. Every approved dip is 
retailed in a packet or vessel bearing a label 
indicating that the use of the dip in certain 
proportions has been approved by the Depart- 
ment for the purpose of their orders relating 
to sheep scab and sheep dipping, and con- 
taining directions (which should be carefully 
followed) as to the preparation of the dijs- 
ping bath. 


IMPORTANT. 

It is a matter of great importagce that 
sheep owners should, from time to time, care- 
fully examine their sheep for indications of 
scab. This always should be done before 
sending them to a fair, market or port for 
shipment, as, in the event of any sheep being 
found diseased at these places, the infected 
animals, and also all those which have been 
in contact with them, will be seized by the 
veterinary. authorities and dealt with in 
accordance with the provisions of the Sheep 
Scab Order. 

In such circumstances the owner of the 
diseased sheep inflicts grievous harm on the 
owners of the other sheep, as well as render- 
ing himself liable to prosecution for not 
reporting the existence of the disease on his 
farm, and for exposing diseased sheep in the 
fair or market, or for sending them to a ger 
as the case may be. The authorities of the 
fair, market or port are, moreover, involved 
in expenditure which might have been 
avoided, as they are required to have the 
place in which the\sheep in question were 
exposed specially cleansed and disinfected.

DUBLIN PROCESSION AND

DONNYBROOK CHURCH'S 
HUNDRED YEARS. 


_— 


CENTENARY SERMON, 
Preaching yesterday morning at the Cen. 
tenary Service of the opening of St. Mary's 
Church, Donnybrook, the Most Rev. Dr. 
Gregg, Archbishop of Dublin, said: We are 
commemorating to-day the hundredth anniver- 
sary of the consecration of St. Mary s, Donny- 
brook. The church we are in to-day took the 
place in 1829 of the parish church, built one 
hundred years previously on the ancient site 
in Donnybrook village. Of that church, built 
in Archbishop King’s time, 1726, and of the 
churches which preceded it, not a trace exists. 
Only the old churceyatl remains to tell us 
where, for six hundred years or more, those 
who went before us worshipped. When. the 
change was made under Archbishop Torrens, 
Rector, 1818-1851, the beautiful commemora- 
tion plate, dated 1699, given by Archbishop 
Readon, was, of course, transferred, as well 
as the old font. It is a happy thing that, 
whenever the Sacraments are administered, 
the vessels used here furnish a link of con- 
tinuity between the churchful of people to- 
day and those of many past generations. 
his time one hundred vears ago those who 
began to use this church found themselves in 
a severely plain rectangular building, capable 
of seating five hundred worshippers, and 
erected at a cost of about £4,500 of church 
money. A wall ran across where now the 
chancel steps lie, and it is probable that in 
front of the wall, in the middle, stood what 
is known as the ‘“‘ three-decker’’ pulpit—-that 
Is, an erection containing on the lowest level] 
a desk for the parish clerk, who would lead 
the responses; a reading desk for the clergy- 
man next above it, and, elevated above these, 
the pulpit. In front of them stood the Com- 
on “BUN table, and around them lay wocden 
rails. 


ADDITIONS TO THE FABRIC. 
This state of things continued for thirty 


of John West, 1851-1864, the present chancel 
was erected at the East, the two transepts 
thrown out on the North and South, and 
the shape of the church was rendered cruci- 
form, as you see it now. Accommodation was 
thus provided for two hundred more people.

tichard perry, a middle-aged man, was 
charged by Guard 131 C with having driven 
a motor car in a dangerous manner in Lower 
Abbey street, Dublin, last Friday afternoon, 
and ‘knocked down two Trinity College 
‘students. ‘The detendant, it was stated, 
was a chauffeur in the employment of Mr. 
Herbert Arunde!. of Stockport, Cheshire, who 
is at present fishing at Cong, County Galway. 

Guard Sherlock's evidence was to the 
effect that about 4 o'clock he saw a large 
touring car coming. out from behind a line 
of ’buses in Lower, Abbey street at a speed 
of about forty miles per hour. The driver 
took no notice of the witness's signal to 
slow down. the car swerved twice, and 
then knocked down the students. The 
injured men were taken to Jervis. street 
Hospital in the car which had knocked them 
down, but it was not driven thither by the 
defendant. 

In reply to the Justice, the witness said 
that the defendant had had some drink, but 
he was not drunk. 

Mr. Herbert L. Collins aud Mr. Frederick 
Smith having given evidence, 

‘The accused man was examined by Mr. 
P. H. O’Brien. He stated that he had had 
eighteen years’ experience as a _ chauffeur, 
and had driven in Germany, France and 
Russia without having had an accident. He 
was driving slowly when this accident 
occurred, and it was due to the fact that 
the two young men suddenly stepped in 
front of the car, and were knocked down 
before he could avoid it. 

LICENCE CANCELLED. 

The Justice said that he did not believe 
the defendant s evidence, which he described 
as gross perjury. The licence of Mr. Berry 
to drive a car in the Free State would be 
cancelled, and there would be a fine of £5 
for driving at a speed dangerous to the 
public, 10s. for ignoring the Guard's signal. 
and Ss. for failing to give warning of the 
driver's approach. 

Mr. O’Brien—Now that his licence has 
been cancelled, how can he get his motor 
car back to Cong’? 

The Justice—His master might employ a 
competent driver. I cannot permit a man 
like this to drive a motor car in Dublin. 

The Justice commended (Guard 131 C for 
the efficient manner in which he had handled 
the case. 


A FRIEND OF DUMB ANIMALS, 


At the request of Superintendent McFeeley, 
the Justice presented Guard John Heffernan 
(78 A) with a silver cigarette case from the 
Committee of the Animals’' Welfare Week of 
Ireland, in recognition of his work during the 
past year in connection with cases of cruelty 
to animals in the city. 

This was the fifth occasion on which the 
Guard had been recognised within the last 
three years, and it was added that he also 
held a medal from the National Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 

Mrs. Aldwell, on behalf of the Animals’ 
Welfare Week, thanked Mr. Cussen for 
making the presentation. 

Mr. Cussen referred to the meritorious 
work which was being carried out bv the 
Guards in the interests of better treatment 
for animals, and paid a personal tribute to 
Guerd Heffernan for his enthusiasm in this 
connection.

AUDITOR AND WAGES 
REDUCTION 


The auditor's report on the Limerick 
Mental Hospital for the year ended March 
31 last states that the capitation grants 
amounted to £5,822 -7s. 10d. The average 
cost returned was £45 7s. 8d. The Com- 
mittee was entitled to £769 9s. 3d. for main- 
tenance of criminal lunatics for the period. 
He surcharged a sum of £14 3s. 10d. 
travelling expenses, for which signatures did 
not appear on form 70 of the Public Bodies 
Order Act, 1925. Arrears for paving patients 
amounted to over £6,683, which had been re- 
ferred for collection to the solicitor. 

The auditor stated that with reference to 
the reduction in wages, having regard to the 
decision of the High Courts in the case of 
the Castlebar Mental Hospital, the Commit- 
tee would be well advised to consult their 
legal adviser as ‘to their position in the 
matter as it now stands, as the action of the 
Committee in refunding the “ cuts ’’ was in 
opposition to the views of the Minister.

AUTOMOBILE CLUB AND 
CIVIC GUARDS. 

.The annual report of the Royal Irish Auto- 
mobile Club for the year 1 will be con- 
sidered at the annual general meeting of the 
members, which will be held in the clubhouse, 
34 Dawson street, Dublin, to-day. 

It is the twenty-eight annual report, and, 
on the whole, it is very satisfactory, and re- 
cords the continuous progress of the club. 
During the year 503 new members were elected, 
bringing the total membership up to 1,672. 
More and more. people are availing themselves 
of the excellent service given by the club 
in its clubhouse, catering, garage, parcels’ 
office, car-parking arrangements, Customs’ ar- 
rangements, etc. 

CONTROL OF TRAFFIC. 

The report goes on to say :— 

'" Your Committee desire to acknowledge the 
courtesy and assistance which have been uni- 
versally received from members of the Civic 
Guards on every occasion, and they desire 
to congratulate the Commissioner upon the 
satisfactory control of the very considerable 
motor traffic in Dublin, which shows such a 
constant increase. 

‘“The Civic Guard authorities have for 
some time past ceased to operate speed-traps, 
except on portions of roads running through 
villages or towns, and members and associates 
should bear in mind that slow and careful 
driving should be strictly observed when 
driving their cars through such places. The 
policy of the Civic Guards is mainly directed 
now to checking dangerous driving, and this 
policy will commend itself to every member 
of the club. In order to assist them in carry- 
ing this policy into effect, the police authori- 
ties have themselves put on the road motor 
patrols for the purpose of observing incon- 
siderate or dangerous driving, and this ex- 
periment has anparently proved successful.”’ 


STOPPAGES OF WORK IN 
1928.

302 DISPUTES IN BRITAIN AND 
NORTHERN IRELAND. 


The number of disputes involving stop- 
pages of work during 1928 in Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland was 302. This is 
slightly fewer than in 1927, and the smallest 
number known to have oceurred in any year 
during the whole period for which statistis 
were available (states the British Ministry of 
Labour (lazetle). The total number of work. 
people involved, either directly or indirect!y, 
in all disputes in progress in 1928 was about 
124.400. as compared with 114,200 in the pro. 
vious vear. The aggregate time lost in 18 
by these workpeople owing to the disputes 
was approximately 1,388,000 working days-- 
the lowest ever iecorded by the department. 
with the. exception of that in the prev: us 
year, for which the corresponding figure was 
1,174,000. 

Of all the disputes last year those in the 
coal-mining industry accounted for about 
one-tnird of the total number of stoppages.

20.738 TRANSFERRED FROM

Irom August, 1928, when the Prime Minis- 
tev made his appeal to employers, to April 
22 last, 20,738 persons were transferred from 
(lepressed areas to employment elsewhere 
istates the British Ministry of Labour 
(razetie). ‘This total is made up as follows: 
Men (Ministry of Labour machinery), 15,597 ; 
trainees (men), 2,315; women and girls 
(trained), 941; boys, 1,885. ‘Total,. 20,738. 

For the training of women and girls there 
were thirty-eight ceutres providing courses of 
homecraft training, and 2,812 young women 
and 1,116 girls (total 3,928) completed a 
course. Of these 959 women and 192 girls 
(total 1,151) found local domestic employ- 
ment, and 1,473 ~omen and 788 girls (2,261) 
were placed in domestic service away from 
home.

TRAINING CENTRES. 

Since the central Committee on Women's 
Training and Employment began its work in 
1920, upwards of 41,000 women and girls had 
passed through the ceutres. In March, 1929, 
there were 102 juvenile unempioyment centres 
open in the areas of 39 education authorities, 
and the average attendance was about 7,00v. 
The total number of juveniles who had 
passed through juvenile unemployment 
centres since April 1, 1925, was approximately 
220.000. 


Between February, 1928, and March, 1929, 
over 2,600 boys, the great majority of whom 
had been trained in the centres, had been 
transferred from the depressed areas to work 
in other parts of the country through the 
ageney of the Ministry of Labour empley- 
ment exchanges and the local educatiou 
anthorities bureaux concerned. Of those 
about 830 were assisted out of money pru 
vided hy the Lord Mayor s Fund.
